I undertake to say that if 
a man was strong enoug h to take one of our 
( aliforniu redwood trees in his hands he 
could put it down anywhere over the 600 
miles of Behring Sea and yet have 1(H) feet of 
it left above the water. 
This shows how 
easy it would he to bridg e the straits. 
The 
only trouble would Ik* from floating iceberg s, 
but that could be easily overcome by con­ 
structing swing ing bridg es, like they have 
across the river at Chicag o. 
In this way tne 
straits could tie kept clear all the time, and 
trains of ears could run rig ht along . 
“ There are so many strang e tiling s in Alas­ 
ka, ’added the discoverer of the Muir g lacier, 
“ that have not yet come to the knowledg e of 
the public, that one who has seen them lusi- 
ta'es where to beg in. 
Elephant remains are 
found all over the g reat valley o f the Yukon. 
As a matter of fact, they are found every - 
where throug hout the g reat western slope of 
Alaska. 
Dana and Sir Charles Lyle startled 
the world by announcing that hairy frozen 
elephants were tound wedg ed among the 
Siberian 
ieetierg s, but scarcely 
anybody 
knows that throug hout Alaska are the re­ 
mains of countless thousands of mastodons. 
^ ou can dig them out and find them on the 
surface everywhere. 
I saw hundreds of 
them, possibly, on my last trip, and I am 
now anx iously trying to g et up there to com 
plete my investig ations. 
So thick are the 
elephant remains that the native Indians, on 
finding them buried partially in the g round, 
decided they were some kind of g reat mole 
that burrows in the soil. 
This is the story 
g iven me. 
I collected a lot of remains. 
The 
collecting o f elephant tusks every summer is 
a reg ular business in Siberia, just over Beh­ 
ring Sen. 
We have just as many of them on 
the Alaska side as they ever had in Siberia. 
Ag es ag o g reat herds of elephants roamed 
over these shores. 
Perhaps they ex isted 
down to a comparatively recent dale, too, for 
the hairv bodies and well preserved bones 
were evidence of that.

OSE OF HILL'S "SA VINGS." 


The Albauy Journal invites attenlion to 
G ov. 
Hill’s veio of the appropriati >n of 
$6,000 to pay the attorney and the steno 
grapher employed by the special committee 
that investigated the condition of the In­ 
dians of the state. 
The Governor’s reason 
for the veto as stated by himself was : “ Such 
information as I lmve been able to obtain 
does not convince me that these services 
have in any way been of any particular value 
to the state.” 
He dues not [deny that the 
committee was constitutionally appointed, 
that it had the lawful right to employ the at­ 
torney and the stenographer, or that the work 
■was performed according to contract. 
Ilut 
he does not discover that the work was of 
any particular value to the state. 
Therefore 
be refuses to pay for it. 
What do honest men think of this ? What 
would they say of the farmer who refused to 
pay his hired mau because the crop of pota­ 
toes that he had planted had failed, of the 
merchant who should refuse to pay for his 
advertisement in the newspaper because it 
had not brought him as much trade as he ex­ 
pected, or of the owner of a fishing smack 
who should refuse to pay his sailors because 
the catch had been small and unprofitable ? 
The man who should undertake to conduct a 
private 
business 
in 
this 
way 
would 
be 
in 
danger of being 
drummed 
out 
of tow n. 
As for the Indians of the state 
there was a demand for an investigation of 
their condition, and the committee was ap 
pointed. 
The state did not expect to derive 
profit from it, but the Indians needed alten 
tion. 
The result was a saving to the state of 
considerable money that it might have ex­ 
pended if it had proceeded blindly or on ex. 
parte information. 
Is a committee to l>e con 
demncd as useless for discovering that there 
was nothing of importance to be done ? 
It 
seems to us that its service was more benefieal 
to the state than if it had reported in favor of 
the expenditure of a million dollars. 
Hut the veto was not a stroke of economy. 
It saves nothing to the state. 
The debt h 
due and must be paid. 
And the claim 
ants 
do 
not 
even 
need 
to 
wait 
for 
the 
meeting 
of 
another 
Legislature. 
They will present their bill to 
the Court of Claims, and judgment will be 
rendered in their favor. 
And against this de­ 
cision the Governor cannot interpose his veto. 
Hut the item will continue to swell the grand 
aggregate w hich the Governor claims to have 
saved the tax payers of the state by his vigi­ 
lance and honesty. 
And it is the truth to say 
that nine-tenths of the whole sum thus elim 
inated from the appropriations by Mr. Hill’s 
vetoes are due to executive dishonesty just as 
flagrant as this instance. 
Of the $1,800,000 
vetoed, less than $200,000 will be saved to 
the state. 
Hut the state is deprived of means 
for the employment of 5,000 men at good 
wages, and a great many persons whom the 
state owes will be kept out of their pay for a 
year, whild the money is collected from tin 
tax payers and left unused in the treasury. 
The taxes have not been lessened a single 
dollar by the Governor’s vetoes. 


A VERY PLAIN ISSUE. 


Got. Hill has virtually declared that the 
less said to the farmers the better in the com 
ing campaign, 
lie is not in favor of sendim 
orators into the rural districts during August 
September and October. He thinks the farm 
ers know quite enough already, and proha 
blv as much as they would be likely to know- 
after another “ campaign of education.” 
He 
doesn’t wish to excite their interest in politics 
while the coming fight goes on. 
“ Let them 
attend to their farms and their crops,” is 
practically his injunction; “ we, the great 
Democratic party, will attend to the state.’ 
The party which the Governor has at­ 
tached to himself—the party of the saloons— 
is in politics seven days and nights of the 
week. 
It has oidy one object in view, and 
it 
knows 
exactly 
what 
it is 
fighting 
for. 
It does not take much education to fit- 
a saloon-keeper for a vote in the direction of 
his own interests, 
lie knows that he will lie 
taken care of if he voles as David H. Hill die 
tales. 
Canals, railroads, schools, forest pre 
serves, lake and river navigation, Capitol 
building, armories, soldiers’ monuments and 
other public enterprises are nothing to him 
so long as he is successful in evadin 
his share of taxes for their support. 
He i 
thoroughly “ educated” as to his political 
duly. 
It is simply to take care of the politi 
cal fortunes of David B. Hill, under the sol 
emn contract, signed, sealed and delivered 
that David B. Hill is to take care of him 
This reduces the issue to very plain terms 
The farmer can understand it quite 
easily as the saloon keejier. 
Briefly stated

the 
prosperous sa 
loon-keeper, whose profits have I ice a dem 
onstrated to amount to four sevenths (57 per 
cent) of his sales, pay taxes as well as the 
farmer, the owner of a house and lot, and the 
person who pays rent on his little home 
Shall 
a 
business 
which 
is 
responsible 
for uine-tei.ths of the pauperism and crime of 
the state remain wholly exempt from the 
cost to the state of the same, in liearing the 
expenses of courts, jails, prisons, asylums 
and police, or shall it take a share of the bur­ 
dens that it creates ?

Hyppolite riding about on a 
fiery sleed distributing “ the flimsy” to en­ 
thusiastic adherents ; Legitime sulking in bis 
palace, deserted by bis followers and unable 
to taise the coin of the realm ; the Northern 
army, 
10,000 strong,

miles 
from 
the cap ital, the Southern forces deserting 
by baker dozens and its navy scattered. This 
is the present situation. 
Apparently the 
revolution is on 
its last 
legs 
and 
has 
become a question only of days, perhaps 
of h o u rs; but then, after a brief period 
of 
recuperation, 
some 
other sablehued 
aspirant will 
commence 
another “ ruc­ 
tion" because be cannot get his share of the 
custom receipts, and we will have this whole 
farce repeated, much to the amusement or 
fear of 
anybody except the unfortunate 
American sailors who are forced into the 
roles of unwilling policemen. 
However 
frightened the natives are at the prospect of 
the looting which may occur, foreigners are 
not. as a rule, much alarmed by the proxi­ 
mity 
of 
the 
investing 
army. 
The 
half-dozen 
American 
citizens 
are 
pretty 
certain 
of 
protection 
under the 
flag, for I lie leaders of both parties here usu­ 
ally show the greatest respect for alien colors, 
upon the principle that no one can tell what 
day it may need its soothing consolations. 
At present the headquarters of General Hyp- 
polite are at Miralt-leur, hut his forces are 
advanced as far as Grand Bois, in the ar- 
rondisement of Poit au Prince, and to La 
Croix des Bouquets. 
His army is estimated 
at 15,UUO, hut this is an optimistic calcula­ 
tion, for there are not above 10,000 in all. 
General Legitime is credited with having 
3,000. hut there have been so many desertions 
that his available force is reduced much be­ 
low this, llis headquarters are at l Arcahaie, 
with other troops gathered in or about La 
Un ix des Bouquets, Poit au Piince and at 
unimportant stations in the South. 
He has 
entirely evacuated La Grande Saline. 
Gen­ 
erals Laforrest, Prophetc and Piquant have 
abandoned 
the 
cause 
of 
Legitime, 
and 
Boisrond-Canal 
has 
left 
the 
island 
with 
dram atic 
assertion 
that he will never return. 
This, of course, is 
ail nonsense, as lie is a prominent candidate 
for the Presidency, and is simply a black rat 
getting out of a waterlogged ship. 
Hyppo- 
lite in the meantime caracoles about the 
smaller towns, making a royal progress and 
showing bank notes of the new issue, simply 
to enhance his popularity and to prove he 
yond doubt that he is not, as icported. a de­ 
spised mulatto, but a genuine black. 
He has 
arrived at the usual stage when he induces 
his friends to beg him to accept the I'nsi- 
deucy. 
Of course he declines, yet always 
nowadays with a “ but,” his particular “ if” 
being the condiiion that lie is legally elected 
under the constitution. Such was his histrionic 
reply to the delegation that lately arrived from 
St. .Mare in the war vessels L’Artibouite and 
Jacuu-1; and now, as 1 said above, he is de­ 
laying the final roup, while he rushes about 
displaying his black skin, woolly hair and 
cranial peculiarities so that the base rumor 
that he has white blood may he forever 
quieted. 
Tlie New- York Evening Punt says that Su­ 
perintendent Jackson, of Castle Garden, yes­ 
terday morning received from W . B. Maple, 
Physician-iti-Chief at W ard’s Island, a letter 
from Ilenry Jackson, another of the slaves 
sent to Progress» by “ Liverpool Jack” Fitz­ 
gerald. 
The letter is dated July 3, and is 
addressed to Dr. Thomas, the former Pltysi- 
eian-iu-Chief. 
In it Jackson recalls himself 
to Dr. Thomas by saying that lie was for­ 
merly employed at W ard’s Island as one of

City Engineer S. B. Sears has sent the fol 
lowing com m unication to T h e F r eem a n , in 
answpr to the recent report of Civ il Engineer 
Brown: 
To th e Bo a rd o f Hea lth : 
G en t l em en —Perm it me to rev iew briefly, 
the recent icport of Professor Charles C 
Brown, of Union Coliege, Consulting Engi 
neer of the State Board of Health, referring 
to our proposed plan of m ak ing the Esopus 
Creek the outlet for our W estern Drainage 
District. 
it may safely be said that no desire exists 
on the part of K ingston City people to adopt 
or urge any plan detrim ental to Saugerties’ 
interests, or those of any other locality. Our 
plans hav e been carefully considered and ma 
tured with reference to all the-e interests 
We hav e called to our aid the experience of 
eminent men who are recognized authorities 
both in Europe and America aud in addition 
to their conclusions we hav e made large ai 
lowances for safety, and our little sister down 
the stream may rest under the renewed as­ 
surance that we will do her no harm. 
On a recent v isit to Keene, N. II., I made 
a careful exam ination of some points of pres­ 
ent interest to us here. 
T hat City has «. pop­ 
ulation of 8 ,000, of which num ber aliout 
5.000 are serv ed by the separate or W aring 
sewerage system. 
The ¡Superintendent, P. 
F. Babbidge, and 
myself made 
careful 
measurements and 
found the flow til ordinary low water to he 
4,020 cubic feet per minute, or allowing 200 
cubic feet i>er m inute for the sewage of each 
1.000 of population as a safe basis for our 
calculations. 
They hav e 
four times the 
amount of dilutiou required at Swanzy, a 
m anufacturing v illage 
six 
miles 
below. 
There has nev er been so far as k nown at 
Keene, the slightest complaint about the 
water. 
Sediment settles below the outlet of 
the sewers, but the tirst rain carries it all 
away and it is nev er heard front 
lielow. 
There is not the slightest odor or offensiv e­ 
ness at the outlet. 
Boys sit on the masonry 
ov er the pipe and catch fish. 
Ev en while we 
were discussing tbe question of trying our 
luck a good-sized fish in the middle of the 
stream jum ped out of tlie water as much as 
to say we are here, plenty of us, but don’t 
try your hook . 
Professor Brown, upon the testimony of 
witnesses, who. w ith clue deference and 
much hesitation, I m ust say are interested, 
adopts 15,000 cubic feet per m inute as the 
flow at low water. 
W e cannot concede this 
in fact. 
There lias nev er been a time when 
the flow under our bridge at Higginsv ille did 
not equal that am ount, to say nothing of the 
Sawk iil, Plaltek ill aud brook supplies. 
But 
to be generous, as we promised at the outset, 
we w ill allow that, and ev en tlie further re­ 
duction of 50 per cent., which they claim for 
contingencies, and we still hav e for the 
8 .000 population of our W estern Drainage 
District a dilution fiv e times as great as 
established rules require for all hut potable 
purposes. 
Professor Brown says: 
‘‘There are conflictine opinions as to the use of 
streams. One tha t they are for use for any purpose 
for which they are fitted in their natural conditiou 
and that any polluting m atter must he purified, etc. 
The other, that they are the natural drainage chan­ 
nels of the country through which they pass and 
can be used by the population along their bank s 
with

to which 
the 
stream 
m ay 
be 
put. Tbe 
latter 
v iew 
is 
ordinarily 
modified 
to 
lim it 
the 
am ount of pollution to such an extent that the

City Engineer S. B. Sears has sent the fol­ 
lowing communication lo T he F reeman, in 
answer to the recent report of Civil Engineer 
Brown: 
To the Board of Health: 
G entlem en—P ermit me lo review briefly, 
the recent report of Professor Charles C 
Brown, of Union College, Consulting Engi­ 
neer of the State Board of Health, referring 
to our proposed plan of m aking Hie Esopus 
Creek Hie outlet for our W estern Drainage 
District. 
It may safely he said that no desire exists 
on the part of Kingston City people to adopt 
or urge any plan detrimental to Saugerties’ 
interests, or Biose of any oilier locality. Our 
plans have been carefully considered and ma­ 
tured with reference to all (hoe interests. 
We have called to our aid the experience of 
eminent men who are recognized authorities 
both in Europe and America and In addition 
to their conclusions we have made large al­ 
lowances for safety, and our little sister down 
the stream may rest under the renewed as­ 
surance that we will do lier no harm. 
On a recent visit to Keene, N, II., I made 
a careful examination of some points of pres­ 
ent interest to us here. 
That City has *, pop- 
ulation of 8,000, of which number about 
5.000 are served by the separate or W aring 
sewerage system. 
The Superintendent, P. F. Bnbbidgc, and 
myself made 
careful 
measurements and 
found Bu* flow at ordinary low water to Is* 
4,020 cubic feet pe*r minute, or allow ing ‘JCO 
cubic feet |>er minute* for the sewage of each 
1.000 of population as a safe basis for our 
cnlculalioDs. 
They have 
four times Hic* 
amount of dilution required at Swanzy, a 
m anufacturing village 
six 
miles 
below. 
There has never been so far as known at 
Keene, the slightest complaint alsait the 
water. 
Sediment settles below the outlet of 
the* sewers, but the first rain carries it all 
away and it is never heard from 
Ih*Iow. 
There is not the slightest odor or offensive­ 
ness at the outlet. 
Boys sit on the* masonry 
over the pi|*e and catch Ash. 
Even while we 
were discussing the question of trying our 
luck a gtssi-sizeil ti-Ii in the middle* of the 
stream jumped out cf the water as much tis 
to say we are here, plenty of us, but don’t 
try your hook. 
Professor Brown, upon the testimony of 
witnesses, who, with due deference and 
much hesitation, I must say are interested, 
adopts 15,000 cubic feet per minute as the 
flow at low water. 
We cannot concede this 
in fact. 
There has never been a time when 
the flow uniter our bridge* at Higginsville did 
not equal that amount, to say nothing of the 
Saw kid, Plattekill aud brook supplies. 
But 
to la- generous, tis we promised at the outset,

Peot'le inexperienced in such m atters, sitting in 
their rooms ami thinking of these things, of all 
poets have sung and romances w ritten, are apt to 
get sadly taken in when they attem pt to realize 
their dreams. They expect to enter a sylvan para­ 
dise of trout, cool retreats, laughing brooks, pic­ 
turesque views, balsamic couches, etc., instead" of 
which they tlml hunger, rain, smcke, toil, gnats, 
mosquitos, dirt, broken rest, vulgar guides and salt 
p o rk ; ar.d they are very apt not to see where the 
fun comes in. 
Trouting in ihc Catskills is a farce. 
The 
great majority of the trout caught are not 
much longer than your finger.— Poughkeepsie 
Eagle. 


City Engineer S. B. Sears has sent the fol­ 
lowing communication to T h e F r e e m a n , in 
answer to the recent report of Civil Engineer 
Brown: 
To the Hoard of Health: 
G e n t l e m e n — Permit me to review briefly, 
the recent leport of Professor Charles C 
Brown, of Union College, Consulting Engi­ 
neer of the State Board of Health, referring 
to our proposed plan of m aking the Esopus 
Creek the outlet for our W estern Drainage 
District. 
It may safely be said that no desire exists 
on the part of Kingston City people to adopt 
or urge uny plan detrimental to Singerties’ 
interests, or those of any other locality. Our 
plans have been carefully consideretl and rna 
tured with reference to all thc^c interests 
We have called to our aid the experience of 
eminent men who are recognized authorities 
both in Europe and America and in addition 
to their conclusions we lmve made large al­ 
lowances forsafety. and our little sister down 
the stream may rest under the renewed as­ 
surance that we will do her no harm. 
On a recent visit to Keene, N. H., I made 
a careful examination of some points of pres­ 
ent interest to us here. 
That City has «, pop 
ulation of 8,000, of which number alxnit 
5.000 are served by the separate or W aring 
sewerage system. 
The ¡Superintendent, P. F. Babhidge, and 
myself made 
careful 
measurements and 
found the flow at ordinary low water to 
4,020 cubic feet per minute, or allowing 200 
cubic feet per minute for the sewage of each 
1.000 of population as a safe basis for our 
calculations. 
They have 
four times the 
amount of dilutiou required at Swanzy, a 
m anufacturing village 
six 
miles 
below 
There has never been so far as known at 
Keene, the slightest complaint about the 
water. 
Sediment settles below the outlet of 
the sewers, but the first rain carries it all 
away and it is never heard from M ow 
There is not the slightest odor or offensive 
ness at the outlet. 
Boys sit on the masonry 
over the pipe and catch fish. 
Even while we 
were discussing the question of trying our 
luck a good-sized fish in the middle of the 
stream jum ped out of the water as much as 
to say we are here, plenty of us, but don’ 
try your hook. 
Professor Brown, upon the testimony of 
witnesses, who. with due deference and 
much hesitation, I must say are interested 
adopts 15,000 cubic feet per m inute as the 
How al low water. 
We cannot concede this 
in fact. 
There lias never been a time when 
the flow under our bridsre at Higffinsville did 
not equal that amount, to say nothing of the 
Sawkiil, Plattekill aud brook supplies. 
But 
to be cenerous, as we promised at the outset 
we will allow that, and even the further re 
duetion of 50 per cent., w hich they claim for 
contingencies, and we still have for the 
8.000 population of our W estern Drainage 
District a dilution five times as great as 
established rules require for all but potable 
purposes. 
Professor Brown says: 
“There are conflictine opinions as to the use of 
stream s. One that they are for use for any purpose 
for which they are tilted in their natural condltiou 
aud th a t any pollutine m atter m ust be purified, etc. 
The other, that they are the natural drainage chan­ 
nels of the country through which they pass and 
can be used by the population along their banks 
with 
no 
reference 
to 
other 
uses 
to which 
the 
stream 
may 
be 
put. The 
latter 
view 
is 
ordinarily 
modified 
to 
innit 
the 
am ount of pollution to such an extent that the 
stream can be used for all but potable purposes 
without inconvenience, since it sometimes happens 
that the use of a stream for pum oses of drainage is 
so much more im portant than for potable purposes 
that the value of the one greatly overba1inces the 
value for the other. The values for the two pur­ 
poses are very nearly balanced in the case of F.so- 
pus Creek, and in such eases it seem s proper to con­ 
sider the first view as the more nearly correct. This 
is tne view taken by the Board of H ealth hereto­ 
fore. Its acceptance in the present case would re­ 
quire the City of Kingston to purify its sewage,” 
etc.

Fine Hill, Stam ford, H unter and Palenville all lay 
elaim to lielng the “ Saratoga of the Catskills.” and 
an am using rivalry am ong the inhabitants is the re­ 
sult. 
The respective charm s and attractions of each 
are m any and varied. —Kingston Freeman. 
We think, however, that Pine Hill has 
won the title. 
At least there are now more 
strangers here than at either one of the above 
places and, moreover, we have acrnmmodn 
tions for much larger numbers.— Pine Hill 
Sentinel.
